Election/Restrictions 

1. Claims 9 and 10 remain withdrawn from further consideration 
pursuant to 37 CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected 

invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-4 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Oxenrider et al (U.S. Patent 3,899,563 
A) in combination with Frey et al ("Fibres by Dry Spinning 
Processes") for the reasons of record. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments filed on 17 October 2006 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive. 
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5. While Oxenrider et al does teach a melt spinning process 
(particularly in the examples) , Oxenrider et al is not limited 
to a melt spinning process principally because Oxenrider et al 
teaches that one of the possible fiber-forming resins that can 
be used is polyacrylonitrile, which is formed into fibers by 
solution spinning (dry or wet spinning) as taught by Frey et al . 
Oxenrider et al teaches the use of polyacrylonitrile , but does 
not explicitly teach forming polyacrylonitrile into fibers by 
solution (or dry) spinning, which is taught by Frey et al and it 
would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at 
the time the invention was made to combine the disclosures of 
Oxenrider et al and Frey et al principally in order to make 
textile fibers from polymers comprising polyacrylonitrile. Any 
other advantages (e.g., orientation, migration) would be 
expected from following these prior art teachings.
